(iii) Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks - often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheets. These 
criminal history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check 
is a listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, 
federal employment, naturalization, or military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity 
History Summary Check.

(iv) The National Name Check Program (NNCP). The mission of NNCP is to analyze and report information in response to 
name check requests received from federal agencies, for the purpose of protecting the United States from foreign and 
domestic threats to national security.

investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

The following 24 firearms were recovered at Mandalay Bay Hotel from 
rooms 32-134 and 32-135, occupied by Steven Craig Paddock on 1 October 
2017. Recovered from room on 3 October 2017.

Mass Shooting : On the evening of October 1, 2017, Special Agents from the Las Vegas Field Office responded 
to a mass shooting at the Route 91 Country Music Festival in Las Vegas, NV. The mass shooting involved 59 
killed (to include suspect) and approximately 527 wounded. 


1. On the evening of October 1, 2017, Special Agents from the Las Vegas Field Office responded to a mass 
shooting at the Route 91 Country Music Festival in Las Vegas, NV. The shooting occurred at 
approximately 22:05 hrs and the suspect fired the last shots at approximately 22:15 hrs. The suspect fired 
from the 32 nd Floor (rooms 32-134 and 32-135) of Mandalay Bay Hotel and Casino down towards the 
crowd of the Route 91 Country Music Festival location (outlined in yellow in image #2). The suspect also 
fired rounds at the fuel tanks (outlined in red in image #2) that were located to the east of the concert 
venue. Upon entry of the hotel room by elements of LVMPD the suspect was found deceased.
